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Eyelid, in about a Fortnight, recovered its health- 
fui and proper Situation. I did not think proper to 
torment the poor Patient with the Operation of the 
Trkhiafis $ which, tho' very cafy to the Operator, 
is not fo to the Patient $ and I found, by the Appli- 
cation of proper Topicks, the Eyelid recovered 
Strength daily 5 and I judged by the Continuance of 
the fame Method it would foon be well. 

It will not be eafy to account how Sight fhould 
remain after the Optic Nerve was fo ftrctched i 
which it muft be in a very confiderable manner in 
this Cafes and how it came to eontrad or recover 
itfelf fo foon, after being fo' great a while citended. 
It is true, that while the Optic Nerve was in its 
State of Extenfion, the Sight wa^ impaired j but, 
after feven Years Extenfion, how it came to recover 
itfelf in a Month's time, without any Alteration m 
the Sight, biK for'the better, I leave to the Specu- 
lation of the Curious, It is likewife pretty extraordi- 
nary how the Mufcles, after having been fo many 
Years in Difufe, fhould recover their natural Aftion in 
fo fbort a time* See Tab. IL F^. 8*

found not long finm on a Stotm at Silchefter 
i>i Hamftike : B^^ John Ward, RheL Prof. 
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Mimd Dec, 13.-" ■■"*HE Draught, which accompanies 
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Account, which he gives of it, is this : The original 
Stone, in which it is cur, was found at SHchefler^ 
within the anticnt Market Place, about four Feet 
under ground ; and is now in the Poflcllion of Mr. 
John Stair of Aldermar/hn, who took this Copy of 
It by prcding the Paper into each Letter and Mark 
in the Srone, fo that every Part is exadly of the fame 
Size and Form with the Original. The two Stops in 
the Shape of Leaves are not cut fo deep as the Let- 
ters, or the triangular Points. The Stone is one Inch 
and five Eighths in Thickncfs ; and thofc Parts of it, 
which are wanting both at tlie End of the Lines, and 
at the Bottom, were broken oif and loft, before it 
was dug out of tlie Ground. 

With that larger Draught I have alfo fcnt a lefler, by 
a Scale of one Fourth of it {Jee Tab. II. Fig. 9.). And 
from the ufual Form of fuch votive Infcriptions, and 
the Manner of expreffing them, 1 apprehend, there are 
not many Letters loft at the End of tlie Lines, and but 
one Line wanting at the Bottom; fo that if all the 
Words were written at Length, and the Line, which 
is wanting, fupplicd, the Whole would run hi the 
following Manner.

We find no lefs than fix Altars dedicated to Her- 

ctiles in Mr. Horfkfs Britannia Romana^ two of 

\vhich have the Title DEO prefixed to the Name 

HERCVLI (^), as in this Infcription. But as the

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Thiniiefs of the Stone fliews, that it could not be 
J^ait of an Altar, it might probably belong to fomc 
piibiic Buiiding ercftcd to his Honour at this Place. 
Mr* Stair^ as Dr. C^ikt informs me, has drawn a 
Plan of the antient Town, the Traces of which arc 
fometimes vifible in Summer i as likcwife the Ruins 
of an Amphitheatre, without the Wall, not far from 
the Eaftern Gate. This would have led mc to imagine^, 
that this Stone might formerly have been removed fron> 
thence I but that I cannot meet with any Inftancc of an 
Amphitheatre dedicated to Mereuks^ tho many Tem- 
ples and other Buildings were creeled in Honour of 
him, as may be fecn in Gmter. 

The Word SEGON. in the fccond Line, muft^ I 
think, be read SEGONTIACORUM, as referring to 
the Name of the People Segmtiaci. Thus we have 
in Mr- mr/Ie)^ DEAE NYMPHAE BRIGANTVM 
{#),and MOGVNTI CADENORVM (I) ;and in Mr. 
Camden DEO MOVNO CADENORVM (r)i de- 
noting tbe topical Deities of thofe People. For as- 
to the Town Segmtmm^ notwithftanding the Affinity 
of its Name with the Segmtiaci^ it was at a great 
Diftance from them, as appears by jintmmes Itim-- 
mry {d)f being fituated on the Weftern Coaft over 
againft the Illc of Angkfea^ where Caernarvm now 
ftands} and therefore it could have no Relation to 
this Infcription. 

The three following Lines contain the Names of 
the two Perfons, who caufed this Dedication to be 

made 
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fiiadc ill Honour of Hercules y that is, TITVS and 
SAENiVS TAMMONIVS, that of VITALIS in the 
fifth Line hdi\% zCogmme7t of the latter, which often 
occurs as fuch in Gntter. 

The two imper fed Letters at the Beginning of the fixth 
Line I take for OR, which whh C before them, now 
broken oft, making the Syllable COR might ftand for 
an Abbreviation of the Word CORNICVLARIVS. 
WcfindCORNICVL. for CORNICVLARIVS both 
in Mr, Horfley id) and Gruter {b) > and Reinejius reads 
K. LG. XIIL cornicularms legionis decim£ terti£ (c), K 
being put for C^ which was not uncommon. And I bc- 
leive it w^ould not be eafy to find any other Word, 
that would fuit the Reading in this Place* Corm- 
cularms was a general Title for a Clerk or Secretary 
to a military Corps > or fome fuperior Officer, mili- 
tary or civil. Hence we meet with cornicularms 
cohort is y legionis , tribtmi^ prsfeBi, confulis 5 as alfo 
tribtmi plebis id). And in the Notitia dignitatum 
imperii Romania publiOied by Labbe^ this is one of 
the Officers faid to belong to the Court of the comitis 
lit tor is Saxonici per Britanniam (d)^ who com- 
manded this Part of the Ifland. Saenius Tammonius 
therefore might poffibly be that Officer, and choofe in 
this Manner to joia with the other Tammonius in fliew- 
ing a Regard to the tutelar Deity of the Country, 
where they refided. 

As there can be no Doubt, but the other Word 
in the fame Line, wh-cn perfed,. was HONORIS 5

Had this Infcription been fooner difcovered, it would 
have favcd our Antiquaries much Trouble in fixing 
the Situation and Limits of the Segontlacii about 
which they have been greatly at a Lois, and led 
into different Opinions. Thofe People are firft men- 
tioned by Cafar $ w^ho in the Account of his fecond 
Expedition into Britain fays, that the Trimbantes 
having fubmitted to him, the Cenimagm^ Segon- 
tiaci, Ancalites, Bibrociy and Coffin followed their 
Example (^). The Trinobantes, are placed by Mr, 
Camden in Middlefex and Effex {b), and the reft in 
the neighbouring Counties on each Side the Thames-^ 
the Segontiaci particularly in the North Part oi Ham- 
Jhire, in Holejhot Hundred (^). And he rightly takes 
Vindonmn or Vindomis^ as it is called by Antonine(d\ 
now Silchejfery to have been their principal Tov^n. 
But tho Dr. Gale agrees with Camden in making 
Silchefter the fame as the antient Vindomis 5 yet he 
thinks, that Town did not belong to the Segontiaci. 
His Words are thefe : Segontiaci oram maritimam 
circa Ciceftriam, olim Caer Cei, longe infra banc 
urbem tenuerunt \ & errant^ qui credunt Vindonim 
eorum fuijfe civitat^m (e)^ Mr. Horjley differs from 
them both 5 and neither admits Silchejier to be the 

antient

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anricnt V'lndomiSy nor to lie within the Bounds of 
the Segontiaciy but takes it for Calkva Atrebatum (a), 
mentioned likewifc in the Itinerary [b). From the 
Difficulty therefore of fixing the Situation of the Se- 
gontiacty Dr. Clarke contents hinifelf with only placing 
the Word incerttim againft their Name (^). But had 
this fhort Infcription, as imperfect as it is, offered 
itfelf to thefe learned Writers, none of them could 
have been at any further Doubt> either in placing 
VtndomiSy and not Calleva (which belonged to the 
Atrebates) where Silchejier wov^ ftands j or including 
this Town within the Limits of tlie Segontiaci. The 
Want whereof has likewife occafioned them no left 
to differ in fettling fome other neighbouring Stations, 
which by this Help might have been fixed with 
much more Agreement and Certainty. 

I would beg Leave further to obferve, with regard 
to the Perfons concerned in this Dedication, that 
Mr, Camden has publifhed the following Infcription 
found long ago at Silchejier, MEMORIAE FL; 
VICTORINAE T. TAM. VICTOR CONIVX 
POSVIT {d)', wherein the abbreviated Names T. 
TAM. are read by Mr. Horjley TITVS TAMPHI- 
LVS {e) ; the latter of which occurs indeed in the 
Fafli ConfulareSy but as a Cognomen, M. BAEBIVS 
TAMPHILVS. Wherefore I am more incHned to 
think, it (hould be read TAMMONIVS, as it has there 
the Place of a Family Name j and that probably he was

Infcriprion. Ic is true, that he has the Cognomen 
VICTOR. ii;iven him in the former, which does not 
appear in this ; but either he might not have gotten 
that till afterwards, or the initial Letter V might 
have ftood at the End of the third Line after TAM- 
MONIVS, which, as feveral Writers obferve, was 
antientiy put for VICTOR. And it is very remiar- 
kable, that Grater has given us a like votive Infcri- 
prion, ereded by two Perfons, having both the fame 
Pamiiy Name, with the Cognomen VICTOR added 
to one, and VITALIS.to the other, like thofe ia 
the Inftancc before us. Gr^^r's Infcription runs thus : 
APOLLINL SACRVM. EX. VOTO. C. VIRIVS. 
VICTOR. ET. L. VIRIVS. VITALIS. S. L. M {a). It 
is not improbable therefore, that in both Cafes the 
two Perfons were either Brothers, or nearly related 
to each other.
